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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


Reduced Soybean Production in CHINA May Spur Imports and Reduce Exports. 
Lower soybean production and rising demand in China have resulted jin shortages 
of livestock feed and vegetable oi] there. Some citjes are reporting acute 
feed protein shortages and cut-off of unrationed vegetable oj] sales. As a 
result, soybean exports are expected to drop this year and jmports are 
expected to expand over the next few years to help satisfy rising feed 
requirements. 


China exported 1.5 million metric tons of soybeans jn 1987/88 (Oct./Sept.) 
and imported 200,000 tons. In addition, it exported 2.2 million tons of 
soybean mea]. China's major soybean markets were the USSR (600,000 tons), 
Southeast Asia, including Indonesia and Malaysia (450,000 tons), and Japan 
(300,000 tons). Its major soybean meal markets were Southeast Asia (1.3 
million tons) and Western Europe (430,000 tons). Within Southeast Asia, 
China's soybean mea] markets were Indonesia (270,000 tons), the Philippines 
(260,000 tons) and Thailand (200,000 tons). In addition, 280,000 tons of 
soybean mea] went to Denmark. 
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ECUADOR'S Shrimp Industry Faces Feed Shortage. Ecuador, the world's 
second largest shrimp exporter, may be facing problems jin its shrimp industry 
this year due to a shortage of protein mea] used in shrimp feed. Although 
Ecuador jis a net exporter of fishmea], the fishmeal industry is required to 
reserve 20 percent of its production for domestic feed. However, higher world 
fishmeal prices in 1988 prompted the industry to break the 20-percent rule, 
resulting in domestic protein mea] shortages. Efforts by feed compounders to 
have the government allow more soybean mea] imports are being blocked by loca} 
soybean growers who want to Jimit soybean mea] imports in order to maintain 
current price levels.

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Soybean mea] has nearly 70 percent of the protein value of fishmea! at 
roughly half the price. Shrimp feed formulations in Ecuador include 10-40 
percent fishmeal and 3-]0 percent soybean meal. 


COTTON AND FIBERS 


November U.S. Cotton Exports Hit Highest Level] Since June. U.S. cotton 
exports during November totaled 398,000 bales, 69 percent above the October 
level and the largest monthly Jevel since June. Cumulative August-November 
exports of 1.2 million bales were below the 1.7 million exported in the same 
period of 1987/88. Leading destinations for U.S. cotton this season have been 
South Korea, Japan and the European Community. Total 1988/89 season U.S. 
exports are forecast at 5.2 million bales. 


COFFEE 


BRAZILIAN 1989/90 Coffee Crop Forecast Lowered. The 1989/90 coffee crop 
for Brazil, the world's largest coffee producer, is now forecast at 26.0 
million 60-kilogram bags, 2 million Jess than earlier forecast. While 
production at this Jeve] is ] million bags more than harvested in 1988/89, it 
is 12 million bags below the 1987/88 harvest of 38 million. The 1989/90 year 
was considered an on year in the biennial yield cycle for coffee production in 
Brazi}, with some early estimates in excess of 40 million bags. 


The major reason for the reduced forecast is extremely dry weather unti] 
Jate December in Parana and Sao Paulo, which left trees in poor condition. 
Soi] moisture had been below adequate jevels until] mid-January in both states, 
with the exception of eastern and northeastern Sao Paulo. While substantia] 
rain since late December improved moisture considerably, it came too jate for 
coffee flowering which usually occurs in August through December. In Minas 
Gerais, the largest producing state, most coffee trees had a good first and 
second flowering and current conditions support a good crop, thanks to 
rainfall] of near-norma] levels.
